WASHINGTON (iP)—Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt today told the 
house committee investigating the 
migrant worker problem that “Oak- 
ies”—migrant workers—seldom made 
good farmers because they had “no 
modern direction” in agriculture. 

Making her second appearance as 
a witness before a congressional in- 
vestigating committee, Mrs. Roose- 
velt described conditions she had 
seen in migrant camps in Califor- 
nia. Some of them, she said, were 
“pretty bad.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt said she had ob- 
served that many migrants who 
managed to get a piece of land were 
not farmers and Jacked training in 
agriculture. 

“Many failed because they had no 
modern direction in farming,” she 
Said. “They did what their grand- 
parents did.”

Greeks Face Increasingly Strong 
Resistance In Drive Northward 


By J. W. T. MASON 
United Press War Expert 


Unless the Italian forces in Al- 
bania are able to develop more ef- 
fective resistance to the Greek ad- 
vance, the possibility of being cut 
off from adequate transport com- 
munications with their home bases | 
will confront them. The situation is 
approaching a point of such danger 
for the Fascists that they may be 
said to be fighting “with their backs 
to the wall.” 


The strategy of the Greeks is ap- 
parently aimed at capturing the two 
remaining principal Albanian ports, 
Valona and Durazzo. They already 
have occupied Porto Edda, the third 
important port. If the two others 
fall into Greek possession, it will be 
impossible for heavy reinforcements 
to be sent from Italy, under pres- 
ent conditions. 

The capture of Argyrokastron 
gives the Greeks a splendid base, 
within 40 miles of Valona. If the 
Italians are compelled to fall back 
along the Valona road to the sea 
and cannot withstand the Greek 
attack, their only recourse will be 
to move farther north, surrendering 


| 


Valona to the enemy. 

At the present time, Valona is 
within 15 minutes of raiding time 
by Greek and British airplanes, 
operating from Argyrokastron. The 
port is said to have been seriously 
damaged, already, with supplies 
piled up that are admirable targets

EDITORIAL 


Does It Make Sense? 


The weekend series of automo- 
bile wrecks on the state highway 
at a spot approximately twenty- 
eight miles east of Placerville, 
which resulted in the death of 
one and the injury of at least 
seven others, directs the public 
attention to the State Highway 
Patrol in this county. 

No one supposes that if El Do- 
rado County had its full comple- 
ment of patrol officers the mere 
presence of that number of men 
in the county would have pre- 
vented the accidents. But it is 
generally granted that the pre- 
sence of patrolmen along the 
highway does have a “quieting” 
effect upon the speed of the mo- 
toring public. 

Whether there is a definite re- 
lationship between the number 
of officers and the weekend series 
of wrecks is not so important 
here; we are concerned with the 
facts. ; 

The facts are that El Dorado 
County’s squad of the State 
Highway Patrol now consists of 
one captain and one officer; and, 

That during the weekend we 
had a series of crashes at one 
particular point on the highway 
with one dead and seven hurt. 

It seems that we remember 
a few years ago;—perhaps it was 
in 1931 or 1932—when the county 
squad of the State Highway Pa- 
trol consisted of a captain 
(Brewster) and four officers: 
Cornelison, Fowler, Reynolds and 
Ejisenhuth. 

Then the size of the squad was 
reduced by one man, and last 
year it consisted of one captain 
(Brewster) and three officers: 
Sabich, Flick and Fowler. 

During the past year, Officer 
Sabich was transferred and was, 
We presume, replaced with Offic- 
er Patchen. 

Officer Fowler has been taken 
from the county for duty else- 
where and has not been replac- 
ed. 

We have a captain and one of- 
ficer to patrol the highway from 
the westerly county boundary 
over the summit to Lake Valley 
and the state line. 

Now, 
than we had last year or eight 
years ago; we have more traffic 
than we had last year or eight 
years ago; and yet we have but 
two state police officers on our 
highways now, where last year 
we had a total of four and eight 
years ago we had five, all to- 
gether. 

In the light of the facts, does 
it make sense?

DESIRE FRICOT 
DIED FRIDAY 


Family Prominent In Mining | 
Along Mother Lode, Held 
$10,000 County. Nugget 


One of the distinguished men of 
an earlier day along the Mother | 


Lode was borne to rest on Monday 
|at Stockton when funeral services | 


| were held for Desire Fricot, 73, | 
whose home since 1890 had been 

Fricot City, Calaveras County. Mr. 
Fricot died Friday. 

Deceased was educated as a chem- 
ist 4nd engineer and was interest- 
,ed with his family in mining along | 
| the Mother Lode. This interest! 
brought into the family one of the 
famous gold nuggets of history, the 
Fricot nugget, taken from a mine at 
| Spanish Dry Diggings, this county. 

The nugget, for which $10,000 was 
offered on two occasions by Rus- 
sian governments, is said to be the 
i most beautiful specimen of arbores- 
cent gold ever found in California. 
It remains the property of the fam- 
ily. 

The parents of Desire Fricot, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jules Fricot, came to Cal- 
ifornia in 1849 and located at Grass 
Valley and later at Sheep Ranch, 
in Calaveras County. 

Their son was born in Paris, while 
the couple were visiting there. In 
addition to his interest in mining, 
he was one of the first to propose 
state acquisition of the Calaveras 
Big Trees by the state, and was 
early identified with supporters of 
the improvement of the Mother 
Lode Highway. 

An active supporter of the Boy 
Scouts in the Calaveras-San Joaquin 
‘Council, Mr. Fricot has made 
important civic contributions to 
his home county and has contrib- 
uted freely of time and energy in 
his local and in the state chamber 
of commerce, serving for many 
years as chairman of the conserva- 
tion committee of the Central Val- 
ley Council of the chamber of com- 
merce. 

Mr. Fricot is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Lillian E. Fricot; a sister, Mrs. 
G. A. Berton, of San Francisco, 
and a niece, Miss Raymonde Roo- 
ney.

IN EGYPT 


Hitler Tells Nazis Their 
War Cause Is That Of 
Underprivileged Nations

Adolf Hitler bracketed the United 
States with Great Britain today as 
the natural opponent of “have not” 
nations like Germany and Italy but 
promised his people no quick or 
easy victory. As Hitler spoke British 
and Greek arms smashed back 
Italian lines in Egypt and Albania. 

Speaking from a platform of steel 
erected in an unspecified Nazi arms 
factory, Hitler told his people that 
Germany was waging a war “be- 
tween two worlds”—the world of the 
underprivileged nations such as 
Germany against that of rich pow- 
ers like the United States and Great 
Britain. 

He promised to wage war “with- 
out compromise,” raining blows up- 
on England ever harder “night after 
night” until victory has been won. 

The world Germany is fighting is 
a world based on “lies’ in which 
wealth and riches benefit the priv- 
ileged few while the masses labor in 
virtual slavery, he said. 

Notably, Hitler made no refer- 
ence in his address to Italy’s war 
upon Greece and only passing ref- 
erence to Nazi relations with Soviet 
Russia. 

For thé most part he spoke of 
the ideological basis of the war as 
seen from the Nazi viewpoint. He 
said, as he has before, that Ger- 
many is fighting for a “living 
space” and that the riches of the 
Earth are divided unequally among 
the various nations. 

He praised the sacrifices which 
German citizens have made to help 
strengthen their armed forces. He 
said they were invincible but that 
Germany would pick its own time 
for striking the final blows that will 
bring victory.
